Books 
that aren’t printed produce no tax revenues, either. 
For some time, economists have been pointing out that our 
present steeply progressive tax rates remove incentive to 
produce. They mean that businessmen are reluctant to in­ 
vest, risk capital and make the efforts necessary to add to 
their incomes, when most of what they earn will be taxed 
away.

THE TAX ALSO RISES 
Mrs. Ernest Hem m ingw ay has disclosed that the late au­ 
thor left two unpublished novels in bank vaults, as a kind of 
bank account. 
He didn t publish them because of “the tax situation, 
she 
explained. 
Mr. Hemmingway received royalties from earlier works. 
A new work was likely to bring a sharp increase in royalties, 
which would result in an even sharper increase in Federal in­ 
come taxes. In fact, Mrs. Hemmingway indicated that the 
publication of a new novel was likely to put Mr. Hemmingway 
in the top tax bracket.* 
As this happened, the Federal Government would take 91 
cents and leave Hemmingway nine cents of each dollar. So 
it was prudent for the author to wait until royalties from 
earlier works fell off before publishing anything new. 
Naturally, this meant that works of art were suppressed, 
sometimes for years- This happens to other authors, too. 
Books which don’t get printed require no employment of 
printers, bookbinders, shipping clerks or salesmen. Books 
that aren’t printed produce no tax revenues, either. 
For some time, economists have been pointing out that our 
present steeply progressive tax rates remove incentive to 
produce. They' mean that businessmen are reluctant to in­ 
vest, risk capital and make the efforts necessary to add to 
their incomes, when most of what they earn will I** taxed 
away. The Hemmingway story points up this reasoning dra­ 
matically. 
A recent Gallup poll showed that these high tax rates are 
not even politically desirable. Random citizens think the top 
tax rates too high. 
Tax proposals are now being considered in Congress. Adop­ 
tion of the Herlong-Baker tatf bill, which would gradually 
reduce all income taxes a minimum of 25 per cent over the 
next five years would provide the economic growth the Ad­ 
ministration is seeking. 
With equitable tax rates, authors could publish, business­ 
men could expand, and the economy of the nation would soon 
reassure all those who fear Russia will catch up. 
Unemployment would nose-dive. And with more people 
working and business humming, the Treasury soon would 
have more revenue than ever.

Russia's bribes, not only

they fear the Soviet bloc, but our 
friends openly show’ their 
con­ 
tem pt for the Red soldiers. I was 
with a group of young Turks and 
U.S. m ilitary men the other night. 
I spoke of my fascination with the 
nearby 
Russian 
border. 
I 
was 
told, 
for exam ple, of the area 
around Hope. There the Russians 
have been slipping in a man or 
two a night. The Turks let them 
infiltrate. Then a dead body, or 
two. is shipped back across the 
Red frontier each day. 


I heard one Turk tell of orders 
to the Turkish soldiers. One of 
these directives 
said, 
in 
effect, 
you must kill ten of the invading 
Red troops before you retreat one 
step if fighting starts. If you don't 
kill ten invaders before you step 
back you will be arrested as a 
deserter. 


Of course, the Russians try to 
entice Turkish soldiers across the 
border. 
This 
would 
give 
them 
“ evidence” of NATO espionage. 
So the Russians send women to 
bathe nude in the Black Sea near 
Hopa. 
Then 
the 
women 
walk 
scantily clad into the fields just 
over their owm line. The Turks 
call in their buddies and view it 
all as a girlie show-. But no one 
takes this bribe either. 
They tell m e there are some 
20 kilom eters between Hopa and 
the border. A good deal of this 
terrain is covered 
with smooth 
im pressionable sod and dust. So 
at night the Turkish soldiers put 
their 
boots 
on 
backw ards 
and 
walk towards the Russian terri­ 
tory. When Russian officers sur­ 
vey this in the m orning it appears 
that scores of men left the So­ 
viets and sought haven inside of 


Turkey. This gives the appearance 
of a flight of refugees. 
No one here underestim ates the 
power of a giant stroke of the 
b ear’s paw. But no one 
here, 
right under the guns, is fright­ 
ened. either. 
This cold contempt for the Rus­ 
sians and Soviet Communism spills 
over into other fields as well. The 
unions here, under the new G ursel 
governm ent, are a good exam ple 
of this. 
• The national labor 
federation 
here is called “Turk-is” for short. 
Under the new law it can affiliate 
with international labor organiza­ 
tions. of which there are m any 
around the world. But the new 
governm ent says that 
“Turk-is” 
cannot tie up with global outfit* 
which do not adhere to the princi­ 
ples of human rights. This m eans 
no affiliation with Com munist la­ 
bor groups. 
N aturally all this gives ulcers 
to the officials at the Soviet Em ­ 
bassy over on New P arliam ent 
Street, where I found m yself un­ 
welcome in several 
languages. 
The Soviets may have 300 to IOO 
followers in all of Turkey and its 
universities. 
But 
the 
Russians 
never give up. They use the "soft 
sell." 
This is done through a secret, 
all Turkish 
broadcasting 
station 
located 500 miles distant in E ast­ 
ern 
Germ any. 
This 
station 
is 
strong 
enough 
to 
saturate 
all 
Turkey. It comes in clear here, 
with news and music and ju st 
the slightest anti-U.S. slant. But 
its pressure is steady. 
It calls itself “Our Radio” — 
Nizim Radvo. The peasants listen 
to it in the villages. The workers 
tune in while sitting in the coffee 
houses. It must cost the R ussians 
millions 
of 
dollars. 
But 
Nizim 
Radyo has won friends. The gov­ 
ernm ent here will try to counter it 
with broadcasting units. But that 
takes money. 
This is a poor country. Most of

is farm land. 
The Turks—th e 
governm ent people — never were 
m erchants or industrialists. They 
were and are soldiers. With no 
industry here yet. the average per 
capita income is SISO a year —

VV hen in doubt, sit down and enjoy a large 
bowl of cream y w hite clam chowder. That’s 
the way many good people in Maine solve 
their problems. 
We have sat down with them often, along the "ocky and 
tw isting coast and inshore on the beautiful lakes. They are 
right. A fter a bowl of the bracing chowder, vou feel you can 
lick the world. 


M AINE CLAM CHOWDER 
(Yield: 6 large or I small servings) 


I quart Mom* clams, canned or 
I onion, diced or chopped 


b *1*1 
I quart rich milk, scalded 
V* pound suit pork 
Salt and pepper to taste 
I quart diced potatoes 
Rotter, if desired 
Kemove black parts from clams, saving the liquor. Cut pork 
in sm all pieces and fry until crisp and golden brown, then 
rem ove sm all pieces of pork from the fat. Add potatoes and 
onion, with just enough hot water to be seen through the 
potatoes. Cook over low heat—just sim m ering— until done (If 
cooked over high heat, the chowder is apt to stick and burn.) 
I malty, add clam s and cook 2 m inutes after com ing to a boil; 
longer cooking will toughen the clams. Remove chowder from 
heat and let stand a few m inutes, then add hot milk, the clam 
liquor and seasoning to taste. By adding these last there is 
less chance of the chowder curdling, which often happens if 
seasonings are added before the hot milk. Add I tablespoon 
butter just before serving, or place a bit in each soup bowl. 
Note: Like lobster stew or chowder, clam chowder should 
sit awhile, or "age” a few hours, to be at its best. The flavor 
is always finer the second day.
